We find that all thoſe who aſpir'd at 
Tyranny or any unlimited Power above 
the Laws, as + MARTUS for example, 
did conſtantly fhakeLeviesof the poorer 
ſort, putting Arms into the hanls of 
thoſe;that had no ſtake toloſe, and who 
for that Reaſcn would be ſure not to de- 
fgn the Good of the Commonwealth, 
but only his Profit that employ'd them : 
nor will they-be more: faithful to the 
latter than to the Government when 
any other makes them a more advanta- 
oeous Offefs Now, all P is natural 
enough, and ſhould not Mrprize any 
body : for the ſame Reaſon that pre- 
vails with the Rich to fight for that Go- 
vernment, whole excellent Conſtitution 
ſecures his Property to him, moves the 
Iadigent to ſerve agaialt it ; and thar is

whence it may be concluded that Citi- 
zens will always appear for Laberty, and 
Servants fight for Bread. ?Tis well 
known, thar all the World over, where- 
ever the Sword is in the hands of. the 
People, it is a tree Government be it of 
one or of many; and on the contrary, 
all Tyrannies are ſupported by Mercena- 
ries : nor is there any thing peculiar in 
our Soil, our Air, or in our Perſons to 
hinder the ſame Circumſtances from 
producing the like Effets. Ir is like- 
wiſe to be confider'd, that all Wars 
carri'd on by FREEMEN are ſuddenly 
finiſh'd, uſe not being inſtigated 
by Want of®the defire of Rapine, they 
are ever longing to return home to reap 
the Pleaſure of their own Poſleſſions, 
together with the agreeable Society of 
their Families, Relations, and Friends. 
But all Wars manag'd by ME & CE n 4» 
RIES prove extremely tedious and bur- 
denſom, for they never end till the 
Country that employs them be exhauſt- 
ed of g/d its Treaſure, which is their 
ſole Motive of making Peace. It ought 
to be alſo remark?d, thata Mititia 
of Precholders is not only harder to be 
conquer'd than that of S&yvanrs or Mer- 
Cenaries, 
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zenaries, but muſt be even ſuperior to 


an Army wholly compos'd of Geptle- 
men.under an Arbitrary Monarch : for 


the latter, notwithſtanding their Ho- 


nors and Privileges, are not abſolutely 
free, but retain'd ap the behalf of Ty- 
ranny ; whereas Men of Property being 
all diſciplin'd (as we propoſe) and hav- 
ing Arms in their hands for the Defence 
of Liberty, upon which from their In- 
fancy they are taught to value .chem- 
ſelves, and to prefer it to all other Con- 
ditions (Life, Riches, and *« Honors 
without 1t being not only ;precarious, 
but of no other uſe except to prolong a 
miſerable and infamous Savers) Fx rr- 
MEN, I ſay, thus train'd, ex&el all 0- 
thers in Greatneſs of Soul and Courage: 
Nor are their haughty Spirits ever to be 
ſubdu'd, eſpecially when they conſider 
they are fighting for their own, and 
not otherwiſe employ'd for their Fel- 
lows than theſe are for them, their 
common Endeavours being to ſecure 
every Man's private Property. Such a 
Conſtitution, where all Perſons are e- 
qually educated in Civil and Milicary 
Diſcipline, was never conquer'd by any 
Standing Armies, unleſs previouſly 
weaken'd by ſage inteſtine Diviſions. 
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On the other hand, of two' Free Go- 
vernments *tis poſſible indeed for the 
greateſt to overcame the leaft ; but then 
we find (to uſe the Words of a moſt 
obſerving Man) that the Walls and 
Towers of ſuch a Government become 
its Funeral Piles, ag that it expires in 
its own Flames, leaving nothing to the 
Conqueror bur its Aſhes ; witneſs $4 
guntum when maſter'd by Carthage, and 
Numantia'by Rome. 1 need not longer 
infift vpon -this Matter, and therefore 
ſhall remark in the laſt place, that when- 
ever any free Empire degenerated into 
Tyranny, as that-of Rome 15 known to 
have C etien Men of Property were 
nut en of encourap*d to ſerve 
themſelves; but Sther permitted to find 
others that would go our jn their room, 
or to-pay down ſo much” ready Money ; 
upon which occaſion ſays one, ſpeaking 
of the Romans, * They ſent thoſe to de- 
fend them in the Field, whom they would 
ſcorn to admit into their domeſtick Ser- 
vice. Indeed ſome of the Emperors per- 
ceived this Error, and endeavor'd to 
corrett it, but in vain, fitice at the ſame

-ges,” that nothinp-1s ſo effeQtual ro make 
-one undertake or quit any Enterprize, 
as the Commendation or Diſzrace attend- 
ing it ;"yet cheſe have fail'd ſometimes, 
bur'a proſpe&@ of Gain ſeldom or never. 
Now our Pz1zes are not withour 
their Profit, as well as Ule and Delight; 
for, beſides the real Value of. what is 
got, the Winner likewiſe ftands faireſt 
for Preferment, where Places are di{- 


Þpos'd according to Merit. As for the 
C Charge 
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Charge: of thoſe Games it may be 
made very eaſy, an Annual Revenue 
being eſtabliſh'd for thar purpoſe. *Tis 
{o much the Intereſt of the Hundreds to 
concur 1n it, that rather than it ſhould 
not be done, the Capital Town, where 
the Meeting 1s to-be,, will gladly raiſe 
the Sum 1n- conſideration of the brisk 
Trade it muſt occaſion at thoſe times :

ty thouſand FREEMEN to defend the 
whole Nation, and yet every part of it 
always provided with a ſufficient Num- 
ber, of oh abſolutely to defend them- 
felves, or to ſtop any Enemy till our 
whole Forces draw together, But then 
this wheeling Number of ſixty Thou- 
ſand -is very inconſiderable, in compa- 
rifon of many thouſand FxEEmMEN 
more, that are always.ready to relieve, 
to repair, to ſucceed, or to join them 
upon occaſion ; tro ſpeak nothing of 
thoſe exempted from Duty, nor of the 
popy and ſervile ; all which Orders gf

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© Menare not only well diſciplin'd, but 


oblig*d alſo to ſerve upon uncommon 
Emergencies. But to return to our 
Came, there our MiL1T1A learns 
the higheſt PerfeQtion .of Diſcipline, 
and is taught to make regular Sieges 
and Attacks in all Forms, to ſtorm 
Caſtles, to fight Battles, to gain advan- 
tageous Poſts, to make honorable Re- 
treats, to intrench themſelves, to fo- 
rage, decamp, and,-in one word, to 
perform all the other Duties of an Ar- 
”7y. Now, belides the Neceffity and 
Uſefulneſs of all theſe -Exerciſes, they 
will be extraordinary entertaining too. 
The whole Country round will come 
to divert themſelves in this Place, and 
paſs that Seaſon the moſt agreeably of 
all the Year. It would be a ſuperfluous 
Labor to ſpend more Words in Com- 
mendation of this part of our MoD ; 
and ſo T come to make one Remark 
concerning the Expences, after raking 
notice that the yearly general Exerciſe, 
preſcrib'd by the AQ for regulating our 
M1L1T1A, yet in force, is to . conti- 
ue but only the ſpace of * four Days.

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The Aſſeſſments laid by this ſame AQ 
are {o grievous as well as uſeleſs, that a 
long Experience, and the general Out- 
cry againſt them, ſpare me the pains of 
ſhewing their DefeQs ; nor will I for 
the ſame Reaſons make any ſtop at the 
Abuſe of calling People fo often from 
their Buſineſs, for no other end but to 
fill the Mufter-maſter's Pockets ; neither 
will I infift upon the intolerable Grie- 
vance of Trophy-money; all thoſe things, 
as I faid: before, being ſo univerſally 
known,” that every body can preſcribe 
a proper Remedy. I propos'd three 
Weeks. (and I ftill think it time e& 
nough) for the Annual Encampment, 
viz. a Fortnight for attual Service, and 
the other eight days, yoo the ſuppoſt- 
tion of three Claſſes, for coming and 
going; and fewer will do, if the Claſſes 
be fix in Number. But ſuppoſe another 
Week be added, then 'tis plain that the 
Charge of a hundred and twenty thou- 
ſand Men during one Month, is ao more 
than the Pay of ten Thouſand for a 
Year ; whence every body may infer 
ho uch cheaper we may entertain 
houſand FREEMEN for a Fort- 
night or three Weeks, than ten thou- 
$3 9 ſand 
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fand MExcENARIES for a Twelve- 
month, making all reaſonable Allow- 
ance in the Difference of their Pay. The 
Expence in our Moper thenis both 
laid out to much better purpoſe, and 
madea great deal eaſier than any of this 
nature heretofore. Nay the very Ro- | 
£4tion ſhould recommend it ſelf to all ; 
Mens Approbation, feeing 1t comes 
with reſpet to the Charge but every 
third Year to the turn of each Connty, 
and as to the Duty much ſeldomer to 
particular Perſons; whereas the Rota- 
tion 'of the Fews was monthly, and took 
in the whole People in a Year : They 
had 24000 Men under Arms every | 
Month, and I don't propoſe tweaty 
thouſand for one Month in twelve. But 

the Jewiþh Mi1L1T1a kept Guards and 
p* Gariſons too ; Now the Children of 1i- 
rael after their Names, (lays the Author 
of the firſt Book of their Chronicles) 
the chief Fathers, and the Captains of

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no more to- be ſaid on this Head, only 
that the Cities of London and Weſtmin- 
fter, with their Suburbs and Liberties,

vernments, ſuch as ours and Holland. 
But in a well-regulated Mit1Tia 
Gentlemen make their Diſcipline to be 
properly an Exerciſe or Diverſion in 
time of Peace; and-in War they fight 
not only to preſerve their own Liberty 
and Fortunes, but alſo to become the 4 
beſt Men in their Country. Nor are 
chey any thing influenC'd by that Par | 
which the Government juſtly allows 
them : for as they who it quietly at | 
home ſhould bear their Charges : who 
ſerve *em abroad, and not let thoſe be 
Loſers in their private Afﬀairs, whoſe 
Valour provides Security to theirs; ſo 
on the other hand, when it becomes 
; their 'turn who are now employ'd.to « 
keep at home, they will as cheerfully 
contribute to maintain thoſe who _

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ceed *em abroad, as they. receiv'd their 
Pay before. There is no Weight at * 
all then inthe ObjeQtion, eſpecially ſince

This whole matter, with ſe- 
veral other admirable EffeQs of their 
Diſcipline, is repreſeaced to the life 
in the Speech of a Farmer to Lic 1- 
N1Uus a Roman General, When the 
War was declar'd againſt PERSEUS 
King of Macedonia, ſeveral Veterans 
were liſted andigame in freely; but 
ſome of 'em were diſpleas'd, that 
they ſhould be*plagd in any lower 
Order than they had formerly pof- 
ſels'd.
